his Journey as it has reached us: more

on his arrival. His father, and five oth- 
er members of his family, accompanied 
him, with several others; among them 
an aged Molwee, who appeared much 
in earnest in his inquiries after truth. 

Mr. Corrie has addeda few circum- 
stances which took place before his de- 
parture from Agra. 

Baptised one of the two who accom- 
panied Molwee Munsoor to this place. — 
He is a native of Lucknéw, where he had 
known Abdool Messee, and was ex- 
tremely surprised and gratified on meet- 
with him here. He has proved himself 
very disinterested, and has withstood very 

insinuating attempts to divert him from 

“his purpose of embracing the Gospel.— 
His name was Hyder Ali, but latterly he 
begged not to be called by that name.— 
It alarmed him, he said,to hear it, by 
reininding him of bis former errone- 
ous dependence on a false prophet, and 
the danger his soul was exposed to 
thereby. His Christian name is Hy- 
der Messce. ¥ 

_ During this month an intelligent: Na- 

tive Christian, formeriy of the Roman 
Catholic Persuasion, and who had beep 
detained a prisoner eight years by the 
Rajah of Bhurtpore, has been sent 
as Moonshe to a friend at a neighbor- 
ing station, where he is employed ev- 
ery morning in conducting worship in 
Hindoostanee, and they havea congre- 
gation on Sundays of about 20 Native 
Christians,

He is very intelligent, | 
and quickly understood the distinguish- | 
ing truths of the Gospel ; 2nd often ex- 
pressed, in the most lively manner, his 
surprise and gratification on their being 
pointed outto him. Onte, on his say- 
ing, that, when he first thousht of em- 
bracing Christianity, a load seemed to 
press on his mind,—bhe knew not what 
would be told him, or what sacrifices he | 
might be required to make.—Matuhew | 
lith. and 22d. were read to him, which 
occasioned very lively joy. © Another | 
time, on his observing that he knew not 
how it was, but his mind felt always re- 
freshed aud strengthened by reading the 
Scriptures, Romans !0th was pointed out 
to him; whereupon he «aid, “ Doubt- 
less this is the word of God! O these 
books,” meaning the Hinduoones, “con- | 
tain a great many stories, kc. but noth- 
ing that concern us individually. Where- 
as these are applicable.to our present 
circumstances.” 

Aug. 14.—Baptised a youth who is 
servant to Licut. ",ast year he 
staid with us about a -nonth ; but, | 
not discovering the dilig<s .ce which we | 
wished, he was dismisse:). After this 
he was entertained by his present mas- | 
ter, who expresses an entire conviction 
of his real conversion ; and lis own con- 
versation indicates the sam.

’s, who has come twel: + days’ jour- 
ney expressly for the purpose. He is 
unacquainted with leticis. \¢ possesses 
@ tiecty “and erdent ani Por many 
months past, he has endured much trial 
from his family and friends. On one oc- 
casion, his bed on which he was sleeping | 
and his house were set on fire. On a- 
nother, he was taken before the command- 
ing officer, who asked him why he crea- 
ted such disturbances in his family: he 
answered, that, while he frequented fairs, 
drank to excess, gambled and commit- | 
ted much sin, they found no fault with 
him ; but, now that he had forsaken such 
practices, they had brought him there 
as anoffender. The Col. turned to his 
relatives, and asked what they could an- 
swer; and, as they had no pretence for 
denying what was said, he dismissed 
him. Another time the Kazce of a 
neighboring town came, attended by 12u | 
Mahometans, to reclaim him: the Ka- 
zee began with asking what he had seen 
in Christianity, that he should expose 
himself to such disgrace, adding a varie- 
ty of degrading names: he answered, | 
“ True,1 am indeed worthy ofall the 
names which you have applied tome ; | 
but, in the Gospel, I see nothing but hu- 
mility and Jove ; anc you know, neither 
in worldly affairs nor in religion does 
God approve of violence and the sword.” 
This reply confused the Kazee not a lit- 
tle; and, after some further discussion, 
the assembly broke up in disorder. 

Aug. 17.—Administered the Lord’s 
Supper, in Hindoostanee, to Vifty-nine 
Native Communicants. It was a season 
of interest and solemnity, and exhibited 
an encouraging evidence of the power 
of the Gospel during the past 16 months. 

Aug. 18.—Committed the congrega- 
tion to the care of Abdoo!l Messee and 
Mr. Bowley, amidst many tears on the 
part of the new converts, and much ser- 
row on my own: but the will of the Lord 
is to be acknowleged in my departure, 
no less than in my arrival at this station. 
During the preceding sixtecn months, 
71 natives have received Baptism, of 
whom about 50 are adults—about half | 
Mahometans, and the other half Hin- 
doos. Of these, one has been expelled ; | 
six have apostatised ; four are gone to | 
their friends, and are, we hope, holding | 
fast their profession ; and others are oc- | 
cupying different stations as Readers and | 
Catechists. Several Catechumens re- | 
main to be further proved. 

I’ would remark, in concluding the 
present Journal, that, exactly in opposi- 
tion to the popular opinion among Luro- 
peans in India, the more learned converts 
and those who had been Fakeers caused 
us the most anxiety and trouble —In 
this, as in other respects, the Lord's 
ways are not as man’s ways; and his 
Gospel will make its way in this country, 
as usual, first among the poor and least 
regarded part of mankind.

aberration. Touched by Heaven, he 


acquires a kind of polarity, which cau- |

Hence he is above the schools of the 
heathen moralist. He displays that su- 
periority which Jesus Christ most justly 
claims over Socrates. Yet he may enjoy

and instructed with their fine observa- 
tions on life and manners, and the great 
advances they made in ethics, by the 
lightof nature.

finds. that they are not absolutely neces- 
sary to accomplish the Christian, who, 
by the written word of Scripture, accom- 
panied by the Srrrir’s ministration, be- 
comes sufficiently enlightened for the 
practice of the purest morality, and wise 
unto salvation. By Christian philoso- 
phy, he expericnces not only illumina- 
tion, but assistancé: he is taught the 
way that he should go, and led by the 
hand in his journey. 

I conclude, then, from this tender sen- 
sibility to right and wrong, and his pro- 
pensity to kindness, which the superna- 
tural agency of the Srinit causes in the 
heart, that trué Christianity, such as is 
founded on the vital influence of the 
Srinit, makes the best moralist, the 
most useful and the worthiest members 
of Society. And as Christian philoso-

BOMBARDMENT OF ALGIERS. 

By the arrival of the Bordeaux Packet at 

this port on Sunday Isst, Paris papers to the 


1Gih of September have been received. They 


, contain the iollowing account of the bombard. 
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ment of Algicrs by the English fleet, the de. 
struction of the Algerine squadron, and the 
conclusion of an armistice with the Dey. 

Paris, Sept. 13 ---The English flect presente 
ed itself before Algiers on the 27th Aug. at 
about 1 in the afternoon, to the number ‘of 32 
sail, of Which 6 were Dutch frigates. 

After having fruitlessly tried negotiations, 


Lord Exmouth caused his vessels to be mocr- | 


| cd at halt cannon shot distance, under the bat- 


tcries of the Port and Road; his own ship 
placed at the entrance of the port, and so near 


; the wharves that his masts touched the houses. 
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‘The fire of the English was sustainctl more 
than six hours, but only served to increase the 
rage of the enemy, when two English officers 
demanded permission to go in a smail vessel, 
and set fire to the Algerine frigute, which 
blecked up the entrance of the port---this be. 
ing complied with, the operation had entire 
success; a fresh west wind in a few minutes 
set fire to the whole fleet, 5 frigates, 4 cor- 
vettes and 30 gun boats, which were consumed. 

The city suffered less, although the bombs 
ceccasioned considerable destruction there --- 
The English flect experienced a very heavy 
loss.~ -[t is estimated that the loss on each side 
is WOU men. 

An Algerine frigate being on fire, and driv- 
en by the winds upon the English admiral, 
forced the latter to cut his cables, and with- 
draw from the battle for some time 

it is said that the loss on board of Lord Ex- 
mouth’s ship was 200 men---himself wounded 
--and a captain of one of the frigates killed. 

‘bhe Dey during the whole of the action was 
engaged in flying from post to post, encourag- 
ing his soldiers, 

On the 28h, the English squadron was 
moored inthe Great Road, but out of the 
reach of cannon shot. 

On the 29th, an armistice was concluded on 
the basis that the admiral had at first proposede 
licre follow the principal conditions :
